turned from England, where she 
attended an international encamp- 
ment where were gathered girls 
from 37 countries. 


At this meeting Miss Sandi'ord 


was in a position to make a close 
study in her chosen work as an au- 
thority on feminine 
instincts. In 


the study of this great gathering 
of girls from every corner and re- 
mote section of the 
world 
she 


found that the American girl, the 
Japanese miss, the fair ones from 
England and 
the Scottish 
lass 


have the same 
feminine whims 


and ar? just girls no matter what. 


"Our American girls are no dif- 


ferent from the girls of other coun 
tries," Miss Sandiford 
declared. 


"They 
have the 
same feminine 


whims and desires as their Euro- 
pean or As-iatic sisters. The Euro- 
pean girls are reputed to be 'more 
feminine' than our girls, but I say 
'no.'' 


"Th« European girls, generally 


speaking, are a little more polish- 
ed than the American girls, but 
that is about the only difference I 
could rotice. And for that matter 
the same is true of the European 
men." 


Miss Sandiford scouted another 


theory about American girit, \vli-iii 
she said the vast majority of the 
1924 
feminine scouts hark back 


to the days when a good old-fash- 
ioned mince pie or an oven full of 
bread meant more in the life of a 


girl than the so-called stage and 
business "career." 


From b°r reports on the sub- 


jects chosen by girl scouts, -which 
are offered from art to home vork 
she finds that the vast majority 
wish to learn more about cooking 
or how to iron a shirt than they do 
about the artistic studies.

have in America," Miss Sandiford 
said, "Ly far the greatest majority 
of them arc more interested in 
home work and baby nursing than 
in office work or professional ca- 
reers."

"How much is my home going to 
•cost9" After they aie told what to 
expect there almost always is disap- 
pointment. Then follows a second 
question. 
It runs something like 


this: 
"What can I do to reduce 


costs?" 


Houses Are Lake Automobiles 


This Ls such an important and gen- 


eral question that you may be inter- 
ested in the answer to it, so thai is 
-what that this and succeeding- ar*i- 
cles aie abojt; namely, how to re- 
duce home balldingr costs. 


Xow, a house is very much like 


any other kind of a mechanical de- 
vice: that is, it can be -verv simple 
or ve«»' elaborate. You know how 
many different kinds of automobiles 
there are. 
They all do about the 


san-.e thir-g—they get vou theie-and 
take 
-v ou back—but you know also 


how differently they cost. 


The cost of building homes vanes 


•with quality and quantity just as 
other things do. Tr'e are sure that 
even body kno^s this 
However, it 


is hard to sjet people to see that this 
rule, which makes us pay ""a1! pn e 
for everything ve get, has to apply 
to our own new home just as much 
is it does to the other fellow's home, 
or anv kind of building that is built 


We need hot tell you that the 


times have changed. "We hear (today 
about the way prices have goae up— 
how it -was possible in the old days 
to build so much more of a home for 
so much less money. "We could get 
along far better -with this question 
if v, e would consider this Just water 
o\erthe dam and stop thinking about 
the charges that ha-ve taken place, 
and then try to face the circum 
stances as thev exist. 
However, 


there is no doubt that it is the taste 
of good things at the lower prices of 
yesterday that is largely responsible 
for the high cost of bufiding today. 
"Why? Well, because we continue to 
ask in the face of these greatly in- 
creased 
costs for practically the 


same kind of thing that we required 
m the daj s abefore the war. 


The Risk of Building Homes 


Now, if the cost of living had not 


increased, or if incomes had in- 
creased in proportion to all other 
things, and we had thus been able to 
save our money in proportion to in- 
creased costs, perhaps it would be 
sound to pay the high costs now de- 
manded for homes. But the plain 
fact of the matter is that the risk of 
building homes at such high prices 
is so overwhelming that most of us 
•decided to go on living in makeshift 
apartments or other cramped quer- 
ters. 


Our puroose is not to tell you how 


•v ou can beat this game, but how you 
can play a better one. If you will do 
as we tell you you may land in your 
own home without the high expense.

a 50 foot lot With the porch at the rear or omit- 
ted, a 40 foot lot will be sufficient. 


This home should be reasonable to build if you 


use simple materials and inexpensive equipment. 
The cost will depend upon TV hat the house is made 
of and what you put into it. The cost will also be 
effected by the locality m -which it is built. In cer- 
tain cities costs are much higher than in others. 
Simple equipment will decrease the cost, expensive 
equipment and materials will increase the cost.

Q—What is a water softener! 


A— The elements that make crater 


hard are mainly compounds of lime 
and magnesia. When these are taken 
out the water is soft. They can be 
neutralized by using soap. The me- 
chanical water softener uses a. min- 
eral called "zeolite," thrpugh which 
all the water in the house is filtered. 
As the water passes through this, 
the hardening elements are attracted 
to it, and the -water passes on free 
of these subsjances. Water soften- 
ers must be regenerated from time 
to time. This is done by flushing 
with salt water. 


Q — Digging our cellar we found 


quicksand six inchw thick about 
three feet below the grade. Un- 
der the quicksand is clay. What 
kind of a wall will it be possible 
to build, and can it be made 
waterproof? 
A — Do not buiid on the quicksand. 


If there a eo much of it that it cai- 
not all be cleaned out, then remove 
a sufficent portion of it so that the 
footings at least will rest on the clay. 
If there is a head of water we would 
advise you to waterproof the base- 
ment floor and wall with one or more 
layers of hot tar and felt. The num- 
ber of layers to be used will depend 
upon how much water pressure there 
may be. For exact information in 
this respect we recommend that you 
get the advice of one of the water- 
proofing agencies in your district. 


Q— I am having a, new addi- 


tion built as an extension to the 
kitchen and the second floor. In 
the contract what grade of lum- 
ber, shingles, etc, should be 
specified? 
A — This matter should be taken 


up in the specifications. Every ma- 
terial to be used and e\ery bit of 
workmanship desired should be speci- 
fied. Get a good architect or a reput- 
able contractor to help you wnte the 
specifications. Make* them very ex- 
plicit. 


Q—I intend to hare oak floors 


laid in my old house. What tjpe 
do yon. advise? 
A — TVell manufactured oak floor- 


ing of a grade known as "un-selected 
plain red oak" should give you a 
good floor. We advise the use of 
13-16 
inch thickness although three- 


eighth inch material is used with 
fairly satisfactory results. 


Q— I am putting in a new 


steam boiler. What size do I re- 
' 


quire? The house is two stories, 
frame construction, with a en- 
closed porch downstairs. How 
much radiation shall be allowed? 
A— The size of thtf heating plant 


must have a definite correspondence 
with the amount of radiation used in 
the rooms. The amount of radiation 
depends upon the character of the 
building, the number of windows, 
wall areas, the exposure, and the 
minimum winter temperatures. 
Fig- 


uring the amount of radiation is an 
exact matter to be determined by 
formula. Have your house figured 
for radiation by a heating engineer.
